San Francisco, April 17.— To day San 
Francisco gave itaolf to morrv-making and 
festivity, the occasion boing a three days' 
celebration of tho Mardi Graa carnival, the 
first of its kind to be held hero. A morning 
of bosutiful weather marked tho opening 
and tho Btreots wero early thronged with 
pooplo waiting tho entry into the city of 
Rex Felix, king of the carnival, to givo 
him a rousing welcome, and at onco bocome 
his majesty's Bubjeots for hiB brief reign. 
Tho royal barge carrying the king and hia 
court Bailed up tho harbor from the Goldon 
Gato shortly after ten o'clock. It wua gay 
with orirnaon, grocn and orango, and 
with the accompanying escort of a number 
of small craft presented an attractive pic- 
turo in tho sunlight. Upon sighting the 
royal barge a aalul-o of twenty one guns was 
fired by a battery of artillery drawn up at 
tho ferry landing, and shortly aff.orwarda 
tho royal party disembarked. A great 
crowd was present and cheered the mon- 
arch ; a procession being immediately 
formed, and, headed by a bund und a bit. 
talion of the Nationul Guard, started for 
the fair grouuds. Tho lord high marshal, 
royal heralds and the guards, numbering 
300, wero mounted, nnd tho rest of the 
court occupied carriages. At Van Nees 
avenue the second brigade of the National 
Guurd was in waiting, and joined tho pro- 
cesnion on ita way to tho fair. 

Even tho long weary journoy from down 
town to tho Fair grounds did not knock all 
tho fun out of tho many followers of tho 
Rex " They were still joyful, although 
thoy did not arrive until nearly '2 o'clock, 
when according to schedule they should 
have been over their journey an hour 
earlier. The north drive was lined with 
crowds as tho royal procession passed along 
through tho gates. Director General Do 
Young inspected tho parade at Administra- 
-ion building eutrance. After they had 
made their way between the throngs of 
spectators, Commander-in-Chief Shatter, of 
tho Midwinter guards, surrendered forth- 
with. He admitted the superiority of the 
jolly King und preaonted bis aword. Tho 
merry throng did not loiter longer at the 
Administration building, but proceeded to 
tho Recreation grounds, where tho c-xercisoa 
wero held. 

There wore thousands of peoplo gathering 
to viow the Interesting ceremonieB. These 
afforded of course, a combination of stately 
and amuBing features not often encountered. 
Thcro wero grave protestations, majestic and 
courLly bowe, speeches from tho Mayor and 
a reply by the King. Then a llourish <f 
trumpets from tho heralds, strains of mutio 
from tho royal bands and the end of it was 
that tha golden keys of tho city were form- 
ally handed over by the mayor to Hia 
MujeBty, after wdiich tho King, his suito 
and tho Bpocially invited guests sat down to 
tablo in- tho banquet ball and with ample 
good cheer Bpent the afternoon. 

To-night there ia a magnificent display of 
fireworks, viewed by Rex and his followers 
from the grand stand. To-morrow afternoon 
the newly installed monarch gives a recep. 
tion at the Recreation grounds which will bo 
followed by royal Bporta and a grand pro- 
duction of tho tournament of tho Field of 
tho Cloth of Gold. In the evening an il- 
luminated pageant will take placo. This 
pageant will consist of twenty one highly 
decorated lloata, each bearing gorgeously 
costumed revellers. Each float will bo 
drawn by aix horses, Electric soarch lights 



and other sources of illumination will add 
brilljunay to tho scono, which will be uniquo 
and very handsome. 



TWO DOLLAR COUNTERFEITS. 

fraudulent U. S. Bills and Silver Certificates 
iu Extensive Circulation. 

Washington, April 17.— Tho secret aer- 
vico ia very muoh oxeroiaed over tho num- 
ber of $2 counterfeit bills in circulation in 
various parta of tho United States. One of 
theao counterfeits has a vignette of 
General MoPheraon and is a U. S. 
Treasury note which almost decoives 
tho Jexperts, and ia only detected 
after the moat careful examination. The 
plate from which it is engraved is a most 
clever pieco of work, and tho only thing 
that does not show up well is the " geomet- 
ric lathing " on tho back. Another noto is a 
82 silvor certificate, conceded to he tho 
beat work that haa reached tho secret service 
division in 12 yeara. Ic has a Hancock vign- 
ette, with largo and email aeals, various 
cheek letters, and several signatures of 
U. S. treaaurera. This note has been 
bothering tho Becrot service officers for Rome 
tirno past, and thus far thoy have not beon 
successful in running down the gang. Some 
of these §2 counterfeits can bo dotected in 
a most peculiar way, and one that would bo 
the lust tho ordinary man would think 
about. In tho engravings of tho vignettes 
of the U. S. generals there appeara tho 
epaulet on the ahouldor, and in tho counter- 
feit note tho atar on tho epaulet has only 
four points, whero it should have five.

AFFAIRS IN ENGLAND. 

Pauperism in Smaller Proportion Than For 
Years PiiBt. 



London, April 17.— Tho political econo- 
mists who have been declaring that tho con- 
dition of affairs in England is not half aa bad 
as tho peasimiats have been trying to make 
peoplo beliovo, are exulting to-day over the 
figures given in tho government return on 
pauperism for the month of February. The 
report shows that tho proportion of paupers 
to tho population of the country at largo is 
a fraction under 23 to the thousand, a 
smallor proportion than in any other year 
for the century or more that these returns 
have been made. Had there been tho eame 
proportion of pauporiam to population that 
thero v/aa in 1874 the number of paupers 
would have oxceeded a million and a half, 
instead of which tho total is leB8 than seven 
hundred thousand. London makes tho 
worst ahowing of any city in the country, 
its proportion being 25 paupers to ovory 
thousand of population.

Tho 
week's record was 120 casoa. Tho health 
officers declaro that tho disease ia spreading 
because tho facilities for tho removal and 
quarantining of stricken porsons are totally 
inadequate to meot tho emorgoncy.

Washington, D.C., April 17. — Mrs.

Ottawa, April 17.— Mr. Earlo saw Hon. 
Mr. Foater to-day in referonco to the duties 
on Beines. He wob assured by tho Finance 
Minister that tho poaition of affairs is the 
same as last year. Mr. Earlo bo notified the 
canners to-day. 

Tho planB of the new public buildings for 
Viotoria are abdut complo'ecl, MeaBrs. 
Earle and Prior have Been them and are do- 
lighted with the proposed arrangement and 
tho general appearance of the building. It 
is stated that it will cost noarly §200,000, 
but the full amount will not likely uppear 
in tho supplementary estimatoa. 

It is not expected that the Insolvency bill 
will paea this aeBsion. The Senate commit- 
tee will hour the viowB of tho Boards of 
Trade, then the bill will bo presented and 
distributed throughout tho country. 

Mr. Wood will introduco u bill providing 
that gas inspectors shall also inspect electric 
light plants. 

Tho correapondenco relative to tho super- 
annuation of Mr. Vankoughnot, lato deputy 
miniater of Indian affairs, wua brought down 
to-day. Mr. Vankoughnot waa given a 
polite hint to apply for hia auporannuation, 
but ho declined, thereupon tho Council 
passed an order without regarding his 
wishos. 

The House made substantial progress 
with the tariff to-day. Considerable discus- 
sion took placo respecting the duties on 
opium. Mr. McMullen wanted tho im- 
portation of prepared opium prohibited. 
Hon. Mr. Foater said the effect would be 
thut that class of opium would enter Canada 
free. 

Messrs. Mara and Martin had a lively dis- 
pute over the duties on mutton. Mr. Mara 
strongly approved of the change to an ad 
valorem duty as calculated to develop trade 
with Australia at the coat of the States. 

At to-night's session thero waa an ani- 
mated diacussion on the subject of reci- 
procity. Hon, Mr. Foster conclusively 
showed that our offers were fairer than 
those of tho United States as contained in 
the Wilson bill, He did not believe there 
was tho slighteat proapect of securing reci- 
procity. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier made an excited 
speech, charging the Government w'-.h hav- 
ing appealed to tho country in 1S91 on an 
entirely false iasue. 

Sir John Thompson said the experience ab 
Washington of Mr. Courtney, Depuly Min- 
ister of Finance, conclusively proved that 
tho U. S. wero legislating only iu thoir own 
interest and did not want reciprocity,

Toronto, April 17.— Tho seventeenth an- 
nual meeting of tho Grand Camp of the 
Sons of Scotland was opened hero this 
morning, about 150 delegates being in at- 
tendance. Grand Chieftuin A. B. McCal- 
lum, of PaiBley, was in the chair and op.

Mrs. Besant Attacked— Lecture on Hinduism- 
Paganism and .IiulRlsni iDlacusaed. 

San Francisco, April 17.— At the second 
day of tho religious Congroas W. F. Coleman 
lectured on Hinduiam and tho branches into 
which it ia divided to-day — Brahminiam, 
Buddhism and Llamism. In tho course of 
his remarks, ho criticized Mrs. Anna Besanb 
of tho TheosophiBts rather atornly. Later 
on a representative of Mrs. Hosant said 
from tho platform that tho womon who had 
accompanied Mrs. Besant on her tour 
through India would appear Boon and tell 
tho truth. Prof. Hudson of tho Stanford 
Univeraity spoke of Paganism and Rabbi 
Sonueaehein of Judaiam.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, April 17. — Thoro is some 
trouble over tho aa!e of the oity debentures. 
J. W. MoFarland one of tho tenderers has 
thia to say: "R. Wilson Smith tendered 
for tho city debentures at 101} without any 
stipulation as to where interest or principal 
was to be paid. Willingness to accept tho 
same payable iu Vancouver had been ex- 
pressed by tho City clerk and by him to tho 
Committee, whereas tho successful tendor of 
Mr. Farrell was for 101.30 with principal 
and interest payable in London. Tho place 
of payment of tho bonds in the Farrell ten- 
der did not suit the committee and they 
waited whilo Mr. Farroll waB consulted and 
the tender slightly changed and accopted." 
W hen Mr. McFarland's letter was read in 
council all tho members of tho Finance com- 
mittee acknowledged an indisorotion, and 
OBked that now tenders be callod for, with 
one exception. Aid. Salabury considered 
that his integrity had been questioned 
and promptly resigned. The chair- 
man of the Financo committee buo- 
ceoded in creating a somewhat dramatic 
sceno in tho Council chamber, and received 
many assurances from his confreres that they 
still continued to entertain the highest opin- 
ion of his integrity. But he was on his 
mottle and refused to bo consoled. Thoro 
the matter BtandB. 

Grogario Guerrero and Gabriel Carcamo, 
sailors of tho Chilian bark Hindoatau, were 
sent to Moody villo jail for two daya for re- 
fusing duty. 

An employe of tho Customs Department 
has been obliged to resign. Ho was detoctcd 
smuggling goods off one of tho boats. 

Mr. Hammereley, city solicitor, haa written 
a long letter to tho Council in referouco to tho 
power of the oity to sell lands for arrcarB of 
taxes. In ita special net of incorporation 
the city is given power to sell lauds for 
overdue taxeB, but in tho special act thero ia 
no such power specially granted, though 
there ia power givon to pass a by-law pro- 
viding for the sale of such lauds. Tho City 
Solicitor advised tho Council to have ono or 
the other of theso acta repealed, so that 
only one act will apply. Thia legislation 
will be asked for next year. There are at 
preaenc over §S0,000 taxeB overdue to tho 
oity. 

Thi- Council will communioato with the 
Domiu">n Government and draw their at- 
tention 'Q the fact that Victoria reoeivea 
from l ''em $1,000 for the keep of her lepers, 
while Vanoouver, though aho has two lopers, 
is not assiated by the Government. 

Civil Engineer Balmain has laid a charge 
of incompo'enoy |*gainst City Engineer 
Tracy, in connection with the new resorvoir. 
As a result the Council will hold an investi- 
gation into all tho charges brought against 
tho Cry Engineer. 

The position of plumbing examiner has 
been made vaoant by tho resignation of R. 
T. Swalwell. 

The steamer Courser offers to establish a 
ferry between thia city and Chilliwack for 
§125 a month. 

James Patton is suing the city for $1,000 
and W. J. Gibbons for $500, for damoges 
sustained by their falling over a rope 
stretched across Wuter street. 

Vancouver's $5,000 relief fund has boon 
used to advantage, but tho cry for relief ia 
as stroug as ever. 

Rev. J. W. Pedley haa completed his 
post graduate course at Oxford, and after 
vioitiog Germany spent some time in Italy, 
where tie visited the Vatican. A character

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster. April 17.— Lee Soon, 
a Chinaman, accuaed of entering \V. H. 
Steve's atore at Stoventon, a few daya ago 
and stealing -17 onion seeds, valued at a 
fraction of a cent, was committed for trial 
by the !oc-il magistrates and to-day appeared 
before Judge Bole. He chose to be tried at 
the aaBizes and aaked for bail, which was 
allowed. 

A Chinaman got three months to-day for 
stealing two cans of tomatoes from Eick- 
hofFs restaurant. 

There is no change in the Great Northorn 
strike here. Tho Brownsville and Liverpool 
btatiocs aro deserted. 

NANAIHO. 

Nanaimo, April 17.— Premier Davio will 
address publio meetings at Wellington on 
Monday next, and at Englishman's River 
tho following day. Ho will speak in town 
on Saturday, the 28th. 

It ia stated that the Union S. S. Co., of 
Vancouver, havo notified tho crews of the 
Cutch, Comox, in faot) all their employee, 
that on May 1 their wagos will bo reduced 
from 20 to 25 per cent, It is reported that 
every employe, from tho manager down to 
tbo cabin boy, has declined to accopt tho 
reduction and haa roaignod. The present 
rato of wagoa piid by tho company is tho 
union rato of British Columbia. 

The preliminary hearing of tho charge of 
criminal libel against W. J. Gallagher, of tho 
Telegram, waa concluded thia evoning 
Gallaghor was bound over in his own and 
ono othor Burety in $500 to appear to answer 
to any chargo that may bo preferred against 
him in a higher court.

RUSH OF CHINESE. 

Oriental Steamship " Peru " Brines n, largo 
Number of Orientals Returning to 
Register In tho U. S. 

San Fiuncisuo, April 17.— Tho Pacific 
Mail steamship Poru arrived in port about 
noon, having made tho voyago from Hong 
kong in 25 daya. Aa she passed along tho 
water front her decks Boemod alivo with 
Chineso, her passenger list showing thoro 
were 753 Celestials on board outside of tho 
members of her crow. Among the paeson 
gers is Prince OuktomaBzky of the Russian 
navy, who is on his way to his notivo land. 
Ho was an offioer in tho Imperial navy and 
until rooontly commanded a man-of-war in 
Japanese waters. Ho oxpeots promotion 
and tho command of a Iargor vessel on ro 
turning to St. Potersburg. Another passen- 
ger is Dr. Ernosfc F. Novo, Follow of tho 
Royal College of Surgeona, Edinburgh, who 
is returning from missionary service in tho 
Orient. Tho rush of Chinese attracts con 
sidorablo attontion. Tho ruBh in a moasuro 
is duo to tho faot that tho time for rogiatra 
tion is drawing to a cIobo. Thoro aro about 
650 Celestials who oxpeob to land at this 
port, tho remaiudor being booked for Pana 
ma, Central Amorica and Cuba. 



THE MAC WHEREELL CASE. 

Comments on the Verdict of the J ary-Oplnlons 
Differ Widely as to tho Conclusions 
Arrived At. 

. 

The critics of the verdiot of the Bramp- 
ton jury in the Williams murder case are 
increaaing. Editorially the Canada Pres- 
byterian says: "Tho more the Mao- 
Wherrell oase is examined the more unsatis- 
factory the verdiot appears. If MaoWhor- 
rcll was guilty, as charged by the Crown, 
tho man in the dock with him waa guilty of 
being on accessory after tho faot. The jury 
find ono prisoner guilty and tho other inno- 
cent, thus Bhowing that they themselvoa did 
not accept the theory of the Crown in 
regard to tho murder. Tho Crown con- 
tended that there wore two mon at tho 
killing, two in the cuttor a short distance 
from tho murdered man's houBe, and 
two in the cutter when it 
reached Toronto tho same evening. 
The jury by their verdiot aay 
thoro was ono, thus knocking the bottom 
clean out of tho theory of tho Crown, but at 
the same timo consigning ono of the prison- 
ers to tho gallows. Tho whole caBO so 
bristles with contradictions and improbabil- 
ities, if not impoBaibilitio8, that tho verdiot 
should bo sot asido at onoo and further in- 
quiry made. MaoWhorrell may bo a bad 
young man, but it will nevor do to hang 
oven mon of his atamp moroly to show that 
the dotoctives did their work cleverly. Their 
business depends on gotting convictions.and 
of courso they wish to convict as many 
people aspotsiblo. It is not vory longaiuco 
tho Bamo dotectivo put a roepeotablo man 
on trial for tho murder of his own daughter. 
It ia necdleaa to say tho man was innocent." 

Another critic is Charles Durand. Says 
Mr. Durand : " MucWherrell has been tried 
by an intelligent jury of tho county of Peol, 
by an able judge, at a very groat exponso, 
and now it appears that certain papers aro 
casting a doubt upon his guilt and unsettling 
the public mind. People at a distance aro 
sending money to havo an appeal made to 
Oitawa for him. If wo can't trust tho 
trials of criminals to impartial courts and 
juries, thoy having full opportunity to 
bring witnesses to prove their innocence, 
what is to become of our country ? After 
such trials are nowspapers to try tho man 
over again! There never was a stronger 
circumstantial case than that against this 
man. Ho waa tho only man known to havo 
boon at tho Iioubo about tho timo of tho mur- 
der, which no doubt took place on 
Thursday night, tho day he admits ho 
was thoro. Ia thero a particle of ovidenco 
against any other person in the world ? 
Then it was sworn that he was seen with 
the horse on Thursday night lato by police- 
man Cross coming from tho direction where 
the murdor waa committed. It was certain 
he had tho horse on Friday forenoon, proved 
by half a dozen witnesses, and was offering 
it for sale. Ho protond8 ho bought tho 
horao and rig for $10, a property worth $00 
or $70. Well, he sold tho horso and rig the 
following Monday for the ridiculous sum of 
$15. He must havo known that $10 was a 
sum which no person would sell a horso for 
unloBB he had stolon it, and why did ho sell 
tho horao so soon ? He assumed a diiForent 
name from his own, as was proved, and 
went into the country where ho couldn't bo 
found very readily. His suppoaed partner 
went 150 milea into tho country east of 
Poterboro and aaaumod a wrong name. Tho 
law preaumes that a man found in pos- 
aesaion of stolen property haa atolen it. 
A man Been Use in a murdered man's com- 
pany, may well be suspected of having mur- 
dered that man, especially if tho murdered 
man's property be found in his possoBsion. 
Are these not just principloa of law ? Other 
strong circumatancea were proved aud pro- 
duced at tho trial, such as tho discovery of 
a whip handle, belonging to a bruss knob in 
hie poaaesaion, a handlo found in the mur- 
dered man's houae. I don't like to speak 
againBt tho ladies, but it eeems that they 
aro taking an activo part in thia man's 
favor, tho Bamo aa thoy did in the caBe of 
Birchall at Woodstock, who was the most 
notorious murderer that was ever convicted 
in Canada, and who ahot a young English- 
man in his company for his money. I am 
afraid that murder will soon be at a promiuir. 
in Canada if such moans are used aftor the 
decisions of juries." 

Tho Peol Banner 8i»ya that MacWhorrell, 
when told of tho coufeaaion, laconically re- 
marked, " Well, ho went a h — oi a long 
way off to make it."

12 The Picayune's correspondent writes : 
"On tho evening of the G:h inat. a email 
achooner arrived in Greytown bringing :nail 
adviceB and several Nicaraguan officials. 
Among these, to the great surprise of La- 
cayo, waa the Wil&on murderer, Lorbut Ar- 
guello, late acting governor of Rama. As 
soon as it beoamo known that this assassin 
was in town the citizens began to congregato 
in groupB of five, ten and twenty persons, 
when one could hear, with a click of a pis- 
tol, "Yes, the murdorcr is here." As the 
Nicaruguans suspected that tho peculiur 
movement of the Americacs meant some- 
thing, the assassin Arguello v, as hastily 
placed under arrest, and has since been con- 
fined in the rooms of the Governor. It 
would atom that Arguello escaped from 
Rama into the interior, whoro ho was safe 
beyond a doubt. 



THE GOLD CURE- 

National Convention to Organize nn Offen- 
sive and Defensive Organization, 

New York, April 17. — Communications 
aro now passing between the represcnta- 
tives of various gold cure institutions and 
concerns not allied with the K>eley move- 
ment looking *o tho holding of a national 
convention for the purpoBO of bringing into 
existence an organization, defensive, if not 
offenaivo. Tho O' .ginatora of the move- 
movement have become worked up over tho 
denunciation of their buainesa by the lead- 
ing Keeloy organ, and tho paid advocatea of 
the Dwight ayatem as " fake cures " and 
" frauds." They arguo that no ono man haa 
a monopoly of medical diacoveriea for the 
euro of physical ills, that other practition- 
ers of reputo aro just as Well qualified to 
euro drunkonness as the Keeloyitea, and 
that tho present warfaro now being waged 
upon them savors of tho bitter antagonism 
manifested for yearB by tho old school of 
medicine toward tho homeopathiBta. Re- 
taliation in now declared to be in order. 



S'lOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Transactions Full Off In Volume— Figures As 
a Rule Lower. 

New York, April 17. — There was a 
falling off in tho transactions at tho Stock 
Exchange to-day, tho total salos of stocks 
amounting to 180,135 shares, against 220,000 
shares yesterday. Tho opening figures, as a 
rulo, wero lowor, professional operators 
having sold tho list in the belief that con- 
siderable gold will have to be exported 
shortly, notwithstanding the condition 
of foreign trade, which shows a heavy 
balance in favor of tho United States.

HAKCOURT'S BUDGET SPEECH. 

Opinions of the Press— A Notable Budget— 
The Crux Of the Situation. 

London, April 17. — The lobby reporter of 
the Times s-iys it waa tho general impretsion 
that the budget will lead to a prolonged dis- 
cussion of the details rathor than to the de 
feat of the government. The spirit tux is re- 
garded aa the orux of the situation. The 
Parnnllitea will resist this tax, eapucially as 
they consider Iroland already overtaxed in 
oompariBon with England. Tho Scotch mom- 
btrs of tho house do not radically oppoao the 
spirit tax. Tho radioals admit that the 
budget is a clovor one for electioneering 
purpoeea. The Tinica, commenting ed- 
itorially on tho budget, aaya : It is only 
fair to say that, allowing for tho difficult- 
ies and prossuro the chancellor of tho 
exohequer had to contend with, the 
budget is much less objectionable than 
the public had roaaon to infer it would bo 
from the predictions of tho Gladatoniane. 
Tho Radicals receive a robuff by Sir William 
Harcourt'a recognition of the fact that when 
a national emergonoy demanda a sudden in- 
crease in tho revenuo tho working classes 
aro bound to contribute their portion iu tho 
form of indirect taxation. 

Tho Standard sayB tho budget proposals 
seem to have been framed in a sincere 
Bpirib. 

Tho Daily News says Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt has shown himself to bo of the 
highest rank among the financiers of the 
country. There ia not a man living except 
Mr. Gladatono who could have framed this 
budget or deliverod Buoh a speech aa that 
delivered by tho Chancellor of tho Ex- 
chequer in presenting it to the Hougo of 
Commons. 

Tho Chronicle calls it a notable budgot. 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

New Bill (Reported Favorably to tho United 
States Senate. 

Washington, April 17 — Senator Mor- 
gan, chairman of tho Sonato committeo on 
foroign relations, has reported favorably a 
bill intended as a committeo substitute for 
tho Nicaragua canal bill heretofore intro- 
duced by him. Tho bill differs in somo ro- 
spoots from tho original measure It con- 
mplates full co-operation on tho part of the 
United States in the work of tho Nicaragua 
Mercantilo company. All stocks, bonds and 
bond obligations and liabilities of the corn- 
piny ore to bo cancelled to aatiafy dobta and 
nablo the company to take care of itastocks 
and bond obligations. An iaeuo of Sl0,000,- 
000 of non-aasesaablo stock at par ia to be 
issued. The Beorotary of tho treasury is to 
control the rotiromontof obligations and the 
Bale of the new stock. The bill originally 
introduced provided for tho immediate is- 
suance of only $1,000,000 of bonds, which 
the now bill increased to $2,000,000. On 
the liquidation of expenditures already 
made on the canal, the secretary of the 
treasury is to issue $4,500,000 of bonds of 
tho company, guaranteed by tho United 
Statea. Tho now bill strikes out the pro- 
viaion forbidding government direotora to 
bo atockholdcrs in the company, and bIbo 
aliminatea the discretionary powers con- 
ferred on the visiting eDginccrs in tho orig- 
inal bill. 



COLORADO'S TROUBLE. 

Governor Waite's Action In Removing the 
Commissioners Sustained by 
tho Courts. 

Denver, April 17.— The long fought-out 
police board conteat haa ended with the 
decision of the Bupreme court, which up- 
holds Governor Waite'o claim that ho had 
tho legal right to remove Commissioners 
Martin aud Orr. A writ of ouster was or- 
dered and the defiant members were given 
until to-niorrow noon to give up possession 
to Mullina and Barnes. The coots of the 
proceedings were taxed agaioat tho retiring 
members. Tho judgment reviews tho his- 
tory of tho caso and declares that the de- 
fendants could not legally show that they 
had been removed for political reason when 
tho causo ulleged waa Btated in writing and 
wi>8 upon ita face a just, cauae of removal. 
The answer made by them was hold to bo 
insufficient in law. By direction of Gov- 
ernor Waits, Genera] T»rsuc-y boa issued or- 
dora for the dismissal ol all tho statu troops 
held under anna at tho various armories 
•since the beginning of this trouble. 

SEALING CATCH- 

Secretary Carlisle Has Not Yet Decided How 
Many Skins the Commercial Com- 
pany May Take. 

WASHINGTON, April 17 Secretary Car- 
lisle has not reached a decision as to the 
number of sealskins tho North American 
Commercial Company shall be permitted to 
take during tho coming eeaaon. The Secre- 
tary laat year limited tl-.o catch to 7,500, 
hirely enough to supply tho natives with 
food, but there are reasons for tho belief 
that tliis number will bo materially in- 
creased for tho approaching season. It is 
the opinion of some persons interested in 
the matter that SB many aB 30,000 e\i\m will 
bo permittod to ho taken thia year, hut this 
io hardly probable in view of the fact that 
the Government agent at tho seal islands 
haB reported that in his opinion 20,000 is 
tho very highest number that can bo sufoly 
taken. The general opinion is that that 
number will bo finally settled upon,

ANS WE RED. 

The Times has a patent way of getting 
out of a controversy which is almost as re 
markable for its logic aa it is for its courte- 
sy. Its last contribution to the Texada 
dispute, if it docs not establish its position, 
throws a flood of light on the nature of our 
contemporary, and on the breeding of its 
inBpirois Hut it need not expect to Bilenco 
us by tither its incivility or its scurrility. 
If that hiy\a of discussion gratities the Times 
and pk'Aeea its readers, it does not hurt or 
disturb us in the slightest degree. 

Our ugilo contemporary jumps from its 
consideration of the Texada case to criti 
cizo tho Hon. Mr. Davie's resolution. It 
wants un to tell it, " Why should Premier 
Davie have gone to tho trouble of drawing 
up the main part of the resolution bo as to 
hedge about the inquiry with all sorts of 
restrictions?" The Premier did nothing of 
tho kind ; but he himself gives a moat con- 
clusive answer to tho carpiugs of theTimeB 
and the quibbles of the Leader of the Op 
position. In his speech on the evening of 
the 9ch inat. he said : 

And then, sir, we are told that the reso 
lution is not wide enough ; it leaves out tho 
crux of the whole thing. But the crux of 
this thing ia corruption. That is what wo 
want to find out about ; the other questions 
which the lion, gentlemen opposite want to 
interposo are mere matters of politics. But 
this is the red herring which they want to 
drag acroes tho acent, which they hope will 
sidetrack the whole object of tho inquiry 
They want the commission to inquire 
whether the governmont exceeded their au 
thority under the railway act, 1893. Do 
they want a Royal Commission for that pur 
pose ? That is a question for this Legislature 
to eay, and not a Royal Commisaiou. 

Commenting on the attempt of the Oppo 
sition to drag matters into tho inquiry 
which had no relation to the only subjeot 
into which a Royal Commission could inves 
tigato, namely the charges of corruption, 
the Hon. tho Premier said : 

Even assuming that the Government have 
exceeded their authority, what ia that, Bir, 
in comparison with the gross charge of theft 
and corruption made against us ? The hon 
Leader of tho Opposition proposoa to mix up 
two things which aro wido apart, thou go 
before tho commission, abandon tho theft 
and corruption, and try to got a vordict in 
his favor on a wholly immaterial issuo 
Why, the question of excess of authority 
doeB not woigh in tho scale ono feathorV 
woight in comparison with the corruption 
charges that have been made. You cannot 
but Bee the utter insincerity of the gontle- 
men of tho Opposition when they put two 
Buoh different matters in tho balanco to 
gether. 

With regard to tho Threo Forks townsito 
yarn, Mr. Davie said : 

Has it over been suggoated in this House 
before now or is it oven now chargod that 
any member of tho Government had any 
thing to do with Threo Forks? Has any 
ono of the Opposition protended for a mo- 
mont to Bay that thero Iibb boon anything 
wrong about that so far as tho members of 
tho Government are concerned ? Not ono of 
them. And without a single charge or sug- 
gestion on which to found it, tho hon. gen- 
tloman now proposea, when tho matter is 
all over, when tho bill is passed and every- 
thing dono, to ascertain and inquiro into 
somothing that has not been even suggested 
or insinuated by anybody. 

Tho only matter that tho Government 
wero concerned about and what they wero 
bound to aoo investigated by competont and 
impartial men, vvaB the charge of corruption 
that had been insinuated and suggested 



ovor and over again with every degree of 
slyness and malignity by members of the 
Opposition. The resolution moved by the 
Leader of the Government, as our readers 
know, was wido enough to take in everything 
connooted, direotly or indirectly, with thia 
aocusation. But the Opposition instead of 
welcoming the appointment of a commission 
to investigate thiB chargo received it with 
displeasure and conspicuous disappoint- 
ment, and did what they could to make the 
inquiry ineffectual. Mr. Davie hit the nail 
on tho head when ho Baid of tho course 
pursued by his opponents and accuBora : 

Why, thoir object to-day all tho way 
through ia to abx.llla out of tho charges 
they have made againBt the Governmont. 
First of all, thoy do not propose to havo 
any inquiry of any kind Lhomsolvos, and 
when the inquiry ia forced upon them they 
try to tscapo it by raising false issueB and 
aide-trucking tho main ono. 



AN IMPORTANT EXPERIMENT. 

An exceedingly interesting, as well as a 
most important industrial experiment, has 
lately been concluded in England. Moro 
than a year ago Mr. William Mathor, prin- 
cipal momber of tho firm of Mather & Piatt, 
proprietors of the Salford Iron Works, 
Manchester, determined to try tho experi- 
ment of an eight hours day without any de- 
crease of wagos. Up to that time fifty- 
three houra wore a week's work in tho Sal- 
ford establishment. Mr. Mather mado it 
forty-eight hours, and the experiment was 
to try if us much work could bo dono in tho 
year for tho sumo monoy under tho new ar 
movement us under tho old. Tho Salford 
Iron Works iH not a petty establishment in 
which only a few hands aro employed. It 
is an immenso concern, and its omployes are 
counted by the hundred. Its weekly pay 
roll amounts to thousands of pounds. 

Of course, in a concern of this magnitude 
every thing ia dono according to rulo and a 
most accurato system of accounts is kept 
Tho proprietors cf.n tell at any time to a 
penny how much has been expended in oach 
department and how much has beenreceived 
" The experiment " wo aro told " has been 
carried out in a very painstaking way, with 
an earnest deslro to get at tho actual fucts 
of tho matter." The experiment terminated 
on tho 2Sth of February. Tho yoar in which 
it was tried was, as wo all know, ono of un- 
usual dopreaaion and prices wero low, lower 
than they had boon in any previous poriod 
in the history of the concern. Yet, notwith 
standing thia very serious drawback, the 
total invoice value of the orders oxecuted 
was equal to the average of tho preceding 
years. Thia means that thero was actually 
more work dono under tho Bhort hour Bye 
tern than thero had been uuder tho long. 

The wages account showed a very small 
increase — two fifths of ono per cent. But 
this loss was oxactly balanced by economy 
in gas and electric lighting, wear and tear 
of machinery and the consumption of fuel, 
lubricants and miscellaneous stores. The 
experiment is considered successful by Mr. 
Mather, who, no doubt, is tho best judge. 
Ho has proved by actual experiment that as 
much work can bo dono in his business in a 
year when the men work forty-eight hours 
a week as waa dono when they worked 
fifty-three hours, and at tho sumo expense 
So convinced was he of tho success of his 
oxperiment that he recommended the Gov- 
ernment to try the short hour system. 
After making all necessary inquiries, tho 
Woolwich authorities havo adopted tho 
forty-eight hours week and the dockyard 
outhoritiea havo announced their determina- 
tion to take the aamo course. Thero can to 
no doubt that many privato concerns will 
follow tho example of Mather & Piatt. 

Although Mr. Mather has been so Buccess 
ful in proving tho practicability of the eight 
hours system, he is opposed to tho enact 
mont of u law compelling all employers in 
all trades to adopt it. He says : " The cry 
for legislation to settle tho conflict between 
the natural and laudablo aspirations of 
workingmen and the fears and doubtaof em- 
ployers is a danger to tho whole field of in 
dustry." In anothor part of his report he 
sajs : " A rigid law paaued by membors of 
tho Imperial Legislature, whoso votea are 
otten given haphazard for party reasons, can 
never provide a remedy for such conflicts as 
those which ariso in the industrial world in 
connection with the complex quoation of 
wages and labor." The certainty that tho 
forty-eight hour week can be in somo trades 
adopted without loss will, no doubt, cauao 
many employers who havo hitherto opposod 
it to adopt it voluntarily, and it will most 
likely lessen tho opposition to an eight-hour 
law. 

It will bo observed that Mr. Mather's 
experiment did. not result in a decrouso of 
production. On the contrary, it increased 
it to such un extent that the greater quun 
tity of work mado up for tho lower prices 
obtained for it. This is not tho result whioh 
somo advocates of an eight-hours day desire. 
They want tho production decreased in pro- 
portionate ratio, so that moro hands will be 
required to do a given amount of work. If 
tho Salford Works experiment resulted in 
producing ton per cent, less work, it would, 
no doubt, havo been pronouncod a failure by 
Mr. Mather, for if ho woro obliged to pay 
ten por cont. more in wages to do a given 
quantity of work ho would not bo able to 
compete with his rivals in Great Britain 
and on tho continont, and he would have 
either to close tho doors of bis establish 
mont or return to the long hour system. If 
the short hour system is to auocoed, every 
man during working houra must do his best 
while ho ia at work. 

It will bo observed that tho men were 
paid aB much for the woek of forty-oight 
hours us thoy woro for tho week of fifty- 
threo hours. This could only be dono 
whero men did as much in tho short wook 
us thoy uBod to do in tho longer ono. 
" Shorter hours with roduced wages," Bays 
an authority, " would bo a very doubtful 
benefit to workmen. Shorter hours, with 
no reduction of wages and no increase in 
tho effioioncy of labor, would simply lead to 



the transfer of orders to other countries 
where English capital might, indeed, find 
remunerative employment, but whero Eng- 
lish workmen would saarcely be welcomed." 

We have not Been what effect the year's 
work has had upon tho workmen in the Sal- 
ford Iron Works. It would be very inter- 
eating to know if they received any physical 
bonefit from the shorter hours — whe'her 
thoy wero moro fit to go on with their work 
than they were under tho old system. Wo 
believe that thiB was the case. Tho fact 
that they did moro work in forty-eight 
hours than they did before in tho fifty-throe 
proves that their vigor was better Bustained. 
It would bo interesting, too, to know 
whether tho men wero intellectually and 
morally benefitted by having more leisure. 
Did thoy mako a good use of the extra fivo 
hours a woek, or did thoy spend thorn fool- 
ishly and to tho injury of their health. It 
Bhould not be forgotten that the engineers 
aro a superior class of workmen. We see 
them spoken of as tho " uriatoorucy of 
English labor," and it is not likely that any 
lurge proportion of them misused their leis- 
ure to their own dotriment and to tho injury 
of their familiea. Wo ahull no doubt hear 
more of this highly important experiment. 

AN IMPARTIAL OBSERVER. 

Wo gather from the London telegram 
which wo published yesterday that, in tho 
opinion of the Imperial authorities, tho 
publication of tho lichring Sea Award in 
August last waa a sufficient notice of their 
intentions to tho owners of sealing vessels 
in this Province. This seems to us to 
bo a hard and a narrow view to tako of tho 
matter. Thoso interested in the sealing in- 
dustry had no idea, und could not be ex- 
pected to form uny idea, us to what steps 
tho British Government would take, or 
when they would enact, tho law nocessary to 
give effect to tho award. It was surely 
natural in them to bolieve that, before the 
British authorities took any stops Ihut were 
calculated seriously to affect their interests, 
they would givo them timely notice. 
This was but a small thing to do, und it is 
only reasonablo to expect that it would be 
done. Wo Und that there are others in the 
Dominion who have no interest, direct or 
indirect, in the souling industry that aro of 
this opinion. Tho Toronto Mail, when it 
mado tho following comment on tho unrea- 
sonable stand taken by somo United States 
senators, no doubt gave expression to the 
conclusions arrived at by tho great majority 
of Canadians who have paid any attention 
to tho subject. It says : 

Tho Canadian seal-hunters who started 
for tho North Pacific and Behring Sea bo 
fore tho meaauro was broached in tho Im- 
perial Parliament, and who will bo beyond 
tho reach of notice until tho end of the sea 
son, cannot be expected to comply with it 
They know nothing of tho polico powers of 
the cruisers, nor ot tho hoavy disabling pen- 
alties by which a breach of the regulations 
is punishable. It is most desirable that 
Great Britain should co-operato fully und 
heartily with the United States to give the 
tribunal's findings tho force of law, but she 
ought not to spring them unawares, und 
with retrouctive intention, upon hor sub- 
jects. To enforce the regulations against 
thoeo seol-'is who are now in the North Pa- 
cific would bo like blindfolding men 
and then punishing them for trespass. 
Tho law should bo initiated under fairer 
auapices. Both tho powers had ample 
time to get the regulations enacted be- 
fore tho sealing season began. Two or 
three months ago negotiation and legislation 
for that purpose could have boen conducted 
smoothly to a closo, and the result put on 
tho statuto books ot both countries beforo 
any of tho sealing bouts hud left port. The 
passage of the laws would thuB havo been 
effected without international wrangle, and 
they would havo had full jurisdiction 
throughout the present season. As neither 
country had the necetsary Bculing law ready 
when tho season began, it is manifest, that 
tho regulations must this year be carried out 
hut partially and imperfectly. Canada is 
in no way responsible. Tho responsibility 
reatB equally on Grout Britain and the Uni- 
ted States, who let the time pass without 
providing tho necessary legislation which 
diplomacy required should bo enacted sim- 
ultaneously in both countries. The Cana- 
dian sealer should not be culled on to suffer 
for their omission. 

Any one who possesses in tho slightest 
degree tho spirit of fairness must agree with 
the Mail. Wo trust that when the text of 
tho new law ia published it will bo found 
that tho British Government havo not been 
soarbitrury and unreasonable us to hold the 
owners of British Columbia sealing vessels 
rosponsiblo for their own dilatoriness.

In exchango for specimens of our products 
which aro being sent by the Doparlmeot of 
Agriculture to tho Technological museum of 
Sydney, N.S W., a caso was received by 
the Arawa containing a meat interesting 
ollection of Australian woods, lurks, gums, 
wools, insects, etc., all of which havo been 
placed in tho museum. Tho insects are 
vory beautiful and well worth an inspec- 
tion. Contributions of pressed plants and 
objects of interest will be thankfully receiv- 
ed by Mr. J. R. Anderson, at tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, both for the purpoye 
of making a collection for tho ubo of tho 
department and for exchange. 

The New York Engineering and Mining 
Journal of March 31 has tho following, in 
refer, nco to the Crawford mills, which are 
shortly to be introduced in tho Alberni gold 
fields : " Columbia Mining Co., North 
Carolina — This company, which has its of- 
fices in Washington, and of which Dr. A. 
C PatterBon is secretary and treasurer, 
duriog tho past four months has been oper- 
ating two improved Crawford mills at their 
gold mine near U-irthage. An immense ore 
body has been developed, and while the ore 
is low grade, yot this mine promises to be- 
come one of the largest in tho South. Over 
1,000 tons havo already boen treated by the 
two mills in question, and tho average am- 
ount cleaned up has b.-.en about 81 per cont. 
of the assay, exclusive of a quantity of rich 
concentrates. Tho cost of mining is Buid to 
bo littlo mors thin that of qmrrying. Tho 
oro is comparatively free-milling, though 
owing to the preaeuce of sulpburets not snore 
thau 50 per cent, of tho valuo has boen saved 
by stamps. Tho capacity of the Crawford 
mill on this ore is over ton tonB per 24 hours, 
and so gratifying have been tho rosultH ob- 
tained that tbiee moro Crawford mills have 
been ordered by the company, and beforo 
the end of April a comploto plant of five 
mills with a capacity of 52 tonB daily will 
be in operation at tho mino. Mr. Alfred A. 
Watson, of Carter's Mills, Moon county, is 
manager of the mine. Whilo miners havo 
admitted, as a rule, that the principle of 
tho Crawford null is correct, yot aome have 
contended that tho cost of the wear and 
tear tnuat always bo excessive. It iB claimed 
that proof to tho contrary is afforded at this 
mine, where cost of wear and tear on the 
treatment of 1,000 tons is shown to be only 
20 cents per ton. Several other mines in 
the neighborhood, at present at a standstill, 
aro considering tho udvisability of adopting 
tho Crawford mill in consequonco of the ro- 
reaults at tho Columbia." Mr. W. R. 
Grahame, the local agent for tho Crawford 
mill, informs tho Colonist that the oro av- 
eraged $4 l.'i per ton, and tho company esti- 
mate that with tho plant of five mills tho 
entire cost of milling, including wear and 
tear, will not exceed 75 cents por ton.

Hot Lunch for School Children- Colum 
bia River Fishing: Fleet-Al- 
deriuanic Salaries. 



Ship Owners Wait on the Govern 
meiit Regarding Fast Atlantic 
Steamship Service. 



Montreal Star: Tho deputation of steam 
ship owners andugenta which wont to Ottawa 
on Friday on butdnoss connected with tho 
proposed taut Atlantic service, consisted of 
Mr. Andrew Allan, Mr. John Torrance and 
Mr. Honry E. Murray of tho Allan, Domin- 
ion and Boavor companies respectively. Mr. 
Torranco met Sir John Thompson with 
■whom thoy discussed the aubjacl at length. 
They pointed out that they wero not thero 
to oppoBS the fast service, but to prove to 
the Government that it could not be run 
commercially and that in the ovent of the 
scheme going through, it was but fair to 
tho existing companies that the Government 
should have a guarantee that the torms of 
tho contract would be carried out. "SVo 
pointed out," said Mr. Torrance, "that at 
the very lowest, it would tako $75,000 a 
trip to run one of these fast Btoamera, while 
the subsidy only amounted to §14,42:1 That 
would leave over SGO.OOO to bo made out of 
freight and passengers. Wo Baid they 
Bimply could not do it. We considered ir, 
unfair to tho existing lines which have 
done ao much to build up tho country that a 
atrangor should come in and get rhiH sub 
sidy. We explained that even if Mr Hud 
dart emceeded in floating tho company n> 
the end of the yoar there would bo an turn- 
moua loss, whioh tho Government would 
either have to moot by increasing the sun 
aidy or it would have to reduce the speed <>l 
the boats or tako them off altogether. Ia 
that evont thoy would probably bo sold at a 
great eaorifice. Wo told Sir John that tho 
taBt lino proposed would destroy thopresont 
companies' business. In tho first place,'' 
said Mr. Torreuco, " they slaughtered us by 
tho tariff and now they want to kill us out- 
right." Sir John listonod attentively to tho 
deputation and afterwards at-ked if it was 
not possible to i.ooreaso the existing service 
to eighteen knots. The reply was that it 
would not be commeicial. So Sir Johu 
promised nothing. 

Montreal Star : — School boys and echool 
girls ought to eat a hot lunch. That at 
least is tho opinion expressed by Drs. Jomea 
Stewart, Whckader aud Armstrong, in a re- 
port to tho ucrnrd of Protestunt School Com- 
missioners. In this report it ia stated that 
they aro strongly of tho opinion that tho 
school children should have a warm lunch 
or dinner and sufficient time to tako it. 
Thoy must not only repair the wear and 
tear resulting from their studies and almost 
incessant activities peouliar to their ago, 
but they must also grow, and at tho same 
timo develop all thoir youthful and imma 
ture tissueB into a higher and more perfect 
organism. Cold lunchoon, usually oaten 
too quickly, often lays the foundation for in 
digestion, dyspepsia and nervous derango 
menta, which may remain with them tor 
years. It was also suggested by the physi 
ciana that if possible tho boys' echool hours 
should bo four per day, Bay from nine to ono 
during five days of tho week, and if that 
proved to bo impraoticablo during six days. 
The girls' setsi >n, from nino to two, w»s 
greatly disapproved of as too long. There 
should bo provided amp'.e timo fur lunch 

Toronto Telegram: Toronto's City Coun- 
cil will bo more than human if it doea not 
use the power that the Legislature proposes 
to give, and allow each alderman to draw 
fees not exceeding $300 per year in return 
for services rendered. It m»y be wrong for 
the city to take so much work from alder- 
men withou', giving an equivalent in money. 
The other sido of the shield ia exhibited by 
tho civic reformers, who claim that the city 
docs not need much of the work which the 
aldermen give, and can get along quite well 
without to much service. Aldermen meddle 
in departments that could bo better run by 
the officials paid to serve tho city's interests. 
The Legislature seems likely to sanction an 
application of tho fee system in" municipal 
affairs, but it is just a question whether 
Toronto will have a hotter City Couuoil 
when the tax piyers supply $7,200 annually 
for salaries to aldermen, than it has now 
when the Council works for nothing. 

Oregon City Entorpriso :— Tlio Bails of 
siveral hundred ti'jhing boats in tho harbor 
this afternoon announced tho opening of the 
canning season. All probability of differ- 
ences between cauuers aud fishermen, aro 
practically settled. It was rumored that a 
atrike waa imminent; on account of objec- 
tions on trc part of packers to meet the 
fiihermee'a demand of five eenta psr pound, 
the rumor having grown out of the faot that 
two or thrfo canners favored making a stand 
for a 4 cent rale ; hut tho matter was Bot- 
tled by a decision on the part of a msj irity 
of the caunerymen to pay tho price de- 
manded. On account of tho thoory that the 
run of salmon ia exceptionally good every 
fourth year, tho fishermen started out with 
bright hopes for good catches, but whether 
their anticipations will bo realized is of 
course a matter of speculation. It is gener- 
ally expected that for the first few days at 
least tho averoge catch per boat will bo bet- 
ter than uaual. 

St. John Sun : Of tho total importation 
of tea into Canada, amounting to some 
22,000,000 pounds a year, a littlo over ono- 
third is bought in Great Britain, while tho 
remaining two-thirds is imported direct from 
China and Jipan. Tho direct importations 
includo tea transhipped at Now York and 
London, as woll an that brought to Montreal 
or other Canadian porta via San Franeisoo 
or Tacoma, or by way of Vancouver. The 
law 06 it ucood imposed a 10 per cent, tax 
on tea mportcd from the United States. But 
the trade found no difficulty in using United 
States porta for transhipment in bond. It 
is probable that under tho tariff now pro 
eentetl tho samo use will bo made of tho port 
of London, liut according to the freight 
rates which provaitod lust Beacon, tho coat 
of transportation from China to New York 
waa much loss than from China to London

Honriette RouBfleau Gossips About Fash- 
ion's N'tw l'hanoa nml Moralizes Upon 
tho Minor Glmoraofca Which Women 
Wear — From Outdoor Garments to Huts.

Short wraps and shoulder capoa ore 
taking tho places of tho heavier outdoor 
garments, and tho light kersey and cov- 
ert jackets are shown now instead of tho 
thick meltons and wadded coats of only 
a fow weeks ago.

MAIUNJB MOVEMENTS. 



The Mariua Railway a Success— Av 
rival of the " Beumore," Cmuiilet- 
iuqr a Flyius: Passage. 



Operations in tho Inner Harbor— The 
"Mystery" All Right—To Be- 
place the " Queen." 



A thorough tost wua yesterday given tho 
now marine railroad at Edqnimalt, the re- 
sult being moat satisfactory and pleasing to 
all interested, and also an illustration of tho 
perfect working of anothor concern which 
will be of great benefit to Victoria, particu- 
larly to the shipping mon of the community. 
At 8 a.m. the Bteamer Isabel, a vessel of 500 
tons register, was placed on tho blocks on 
tho new cradlo, and in six minutes was 
haulod up high and dry. Tho 
light goar machinery was used 
tho work, and in order to fiivo 
it and othor parts of the plant a fair trial, 
the vessel was pulled baok and forth on tho 
wuys without any troublo. A fow little 
thiuga about the ways, which could not be 
readily remedied before tho teBt, wero con- 
veniently fixed while the steamer was on 
the stocks, una tho slip ia now in good 
shapo for service. To-day, about 1 o'clock, 
the coal bulk Robert Kerr, which was 
towed down from Vancouver by thu tug Ac 
tive, will be hauled up to be ro 
ciulkod, hhi-atlie<l and painted. A largo 
gang of ship carpenters will bo Bet to 
Work on her ttiiu afternoon, and they 
will probably have employment for a fort 
uighc. U.hcr ivoika i.,r i lie ship carpenters 
is i.U> in sight, as several large vessela are 
torupl.ee tho Kerr on tho ways, among 
thom being several colliers, of which tho 
Wellington and Montserrat will bo tho first 
to receive attention. The railroad's capa 
biliiy cf carrying 2,500 tons of marine 
freight out of tho water at one timo is an 
advuiiiage fully appreciated by ownerB of 
shipping. It is expected that tho lifting of 
tho Kerr out of tho water to-day will bo 
witnessed by many interested Victorians. 
ALMOST A RECOltO BREAKER* 

Ono of the smartest tripB on rocord waa 
oinipleted last evening by tho British ship 
Henmore, a vessel of 1,460 tons and in 
charge of Capt. Scott. The Bonmoro ia but 
116 days out from Liverpool, and brings a

last evening, and her arrival was a surprise 
to local shipping mon, who hud not expected 
her for a mouth yet.

WEIRD INDIAN CUSTOMS. 



A Horrible Pretence Still Indulged 
In by Fort Rupert In- 
dians 



Tortures Self Indicted by the Living 
—Au Uld Trailer's Queer 
Experiences 

It seems incredible that bucIi praeticea ex- 
ist among the Fort Rupert Indiana 
us those narrated by Mr. H, J. Simpson 
who has just como down from his home 
near Alort Bay. For yours he hus 
lived among tho Indiana, and hia descrip- 
tion of tho feasts and customs of the Fort 
Ruperts makes u remurkublo and interest- 
ing story. Ho lives on a little island 
eleven milea from Alort Bay, and 
scattered around on other islanda and 
tho mainland are the runcheries, 
where the Indians livo during tho winter, 
after their return from tho salmon fiahory, 
hop picking und other occupations they fol- 
low during tho summer. During tho win- 
tor mouths they carry on what is known aa 
tho Red Bark festival, which Beoms to be 
tho remnant of an unoiont custom tho 
legendary reasons for which havo beon for- 
gotten. 

These festivals aro connocted with certain 
" coppers," aa they aro called. A "copper" 
ia u piece of that metal some eighteen inches 
long and twehe inches wido, roughly 
fashioned in something tho shapo of 
a human head and nock, with 
mouth, nose and eyes marked upon it. 
Thero aro only threo original "coppers," 
and they aro very ancient, their origin 
going fur buck beyond the Indian recollec- 
tions ; consequently thoy aro of immense 
value in Indian eyes, and to possoss one of 
them an Indian would give anything he 
owns. Ono peculiar thing is that one owner 
must sell if ho is offered sufficient price for 
the "copper" ho owns, the value upparently 
rising bo many blunkots ovory timo ono 
changes hands. One of these "coppers" is 
now worth eomo 5,000 blanketB — a pretty 
considerable sum. Thero are also imitation 
"coppors" — that is, quite nowly made— but 
they aro not very valuable. 

Every timo a " ooppor " changes bauds is 
tho occasion for a wild timo. In tho first 
place ono, two or three men — gonerully re- 
latives of buy*r or soller— aro chosen to act 
as " umistu " or "a wild man." Tho 
amiatu gooa out into tho bush and remuina 
away for several days, only stealing in in 
eecrot to the ranaherie, and being eupposed 
to abstain from food. Then the other In- 
dians dreas up, paint, aud deck themselves 
with green wreaths, and hold a big dunce. 
The dance Beams quite innocent enough 
apparently 00 the surface, but by and by 
tho "amiata" is heard howling liko a wild 
beast in the distance, and a party of men go 
out with cedar bark ropes to capture him. 
At lust they succeed and bring the amistu 
into camp. Naked or with only a loin 
cloth tho "omista" comes among the 
dancers, acting liko a dungorous maniac. 
Ruthing upon one or another, he bites 
pieces of fL-eh from their arms and finally 
runs away again. Tho owner of the copper 
has to compensate those bitten for tho 
wounds inflicted. Tho umistu is caught 
again and gradually is tamed down, tho 
dancing being supposed to act as tho proper 
kind of medicine to quiet hie excited nerves. 
Then comes the last night of the dauce, when 
the most horrlblo part occurs. 

Some two weeks beforehand men secretly 
find a suitable body from among those hung 
up in boxen in trees or on the rocks — the way 
tho Indiana dispose of their dead — one from 
which tho flesh has nearly disappeared being 
preferred. It Beems that these Indies 
gradually dry up, rotuiniug at last 
tho akin only upon the bones. ThiB 
body is put to soak in water for 
the two weeks preparatory to its being 
needed and tho Bkin swells, up liko leather. 
This loBt night tho corpse is carried into tho 
room where tho danco is going on and a 
horrible sight ensues. Tho " amlstas " 
tight over tho corpse likes wolves, imitating 
the snarling of the animals and tearing the 
ukin from tho bones with their teeth in a 
disgusting manner. In fact, so fear- 
ful ia this sight that somo of tho 
Iudians will not wait to seo it, but 
go out before the performance begins. After 
this orgie " umiatas " have been known to 
die tho following day, whother or not from 
the excitement of their cannibalistic feat 
is not known. A dance of this kind took

MELLO STILL AGGRESSIVE- 

He Has Not .Surrendered to the Urueuftyan 
Government— Brazilian Refugees to 
lie Given Up. 

New York, April 17.— Tho Herald's cor- 
respondent in Montevideo telegraphs ub 
follows : I am informed by tho wovernmont 
officials that Admiral Mello bus not sur- 
rendered to tho Uruguayan Government. 
With tho Republics, Iris, Bsperanza, 
Urano, Morcutio and two other vossoIb laden 
with coal and 1,500 murines, he sailed north 
Thursday, after landing General Salgados' 
division, unarmed, upon tho coust of Uru- 
guay, near Santa Teresa, on tho provioUB 
ovening. General Silveira Martens inti- 
mates that Mollo has sailed for Pornambuco, 
and explains tho separation of Sultrados' 
division by tho fact that theso men had a 
strong avorsion to going North. 

Itis reported here thatMello'aauddenuban- 
donment of the siego of Rio Grando was 
duo to nowa carried to him by tho British 
warship Beagle that President Poixoto's 
fleet was on its wi-y south. This rumor, 
however, is unconfirmed. Tho Beaglo is 
still ut Rio Grando, but I understand that 
orders huvo reached tho British consulato 
horo for her to go to tho Franklin islands. 
Tho Sirius and tho Racer aro here under 
steam with orders to join tho Pacific iquad- 
rnn. Portugal baa acceded to tho demands 
of Argontina. Tho commander of tho Al- 
fonso Albuquerque has been ordoied to re- 
turn to Buenos Ayron and deliver tho Bra- 
zilian refugees to Argentina. Hn bus alao 
been ordered to salute tho Argentine flag. 
Portugal has also promised Argontina that 
tho commander of tho Alfonso Albuquerquo 
will bo tried by court-martial for violating 
un Argentina vessel.
